No definite plans have yet been 
formulated by Mr. Crutcher, but it 
was indicated that if owners of 
automobiles do not cooperate with 
the rules set forth by the depart- 
ment of buildings and grounds, 
some kind of action will have to be 
taken 

Continuing. Mr. Crutcher stated 
that the practice of students leav- 
ing their cars in front of any build- 
ing in which they have classes will 
have to be discontinued. He fur- 
ther stated that other colleges and 
universities are facing the same 
problem and that some are taking 
definite action against those who 
violate the rules. 

The rules as set forth by the de- 
partment of buildings and grounds 
are given to each vehicle owner and, 
according to Mr. Crutcher. are ex- 
pected to be obeyed.

Unless the various organizations 
of the university abide by the rules 
set forth In the social regulations 
which are defined by the university 
senate, responsibility upon the part 
of deans of the university will be 
relinquished. Dean Sarah G. Bland- 
ing stated in referring to the meet- 
ing of the committee on social af- 
fairs which was held Tuesday af- 
ternoon. 

The members of the committee, of 
which C R. Melcher is chairman, 
discussed the social rules and de- 
cided to send to each organization 
on the campus a letter which will 
include a copy of the rules and 
regulations. The rule which has 
been in the past neglected by uni- 
versity organizations is that one in 
which organizations are requested 
to present to the dean of women 
the list of chaperones for their so- 
cial entertainments a week before 
the particular event is scheduled. If 
the rule is Ignored this year, Dean 
Blandlng said, penalization will be 
Inflicted by cancelling the enter - 
Alfred talnment. 

Other topics of discussion during 
the meeting Included a petition 
from one group asking for permis- 
sion to give several dinner parties 
as a substitute for the usual two 
house dances. The matter was re- 
ferred to Dean Blandlng and Pres- 
ident McVey.

Members of University Staff 
and Heads of Organizations 
Are Urged to Issue News 
Announcements Early 

Because of the difficulty which 
members of the staff of The Kernel 
have been experiencing in getting 
news from the university faculty 
and the heads of student organiza- 
tions at an hour sufficiently early 
to enable the linotype operators to 
set them up in type, a letter has 
been prepared in which the difficul- 
ties are explained and the cooper- 
ation of the university as a whole 
is sought. The letter follows: 

To members of the faculty and 
the heads of student organizations 

The Kentucky Kernel Is the offi- 
cial newspaper of the students of 
the university. Its duet purpose 
is to serve the interests of the stu- 
dent body and the faculty as a 
whole. For more than 10 years the 
members of its staff have struggled 
faithfully to perform their duties in 
such a way as to make for harmony 
among the various departments of 
the school. They have worked un- 
der handicaps and. In many cases 
without pay. the only remuneration 
being the honor which comes to 
them because of the positions they 
hold and the experience which the 
work offers. Many of the members 
of the faculty, realizing the great 
handicap under which Kernel staff 
members serve, have cooperated 
with them in their work. But there 
are others who have shown gross 
indifference. A few have been an- 
tagonistic. 

When The Kernel was changed 
from a weekly to a semi-weekly in 
the fall or 1930. the difficulties 
which tile members of the staff 
laced became more serious. But 
unwilling to give up what they be- 
lieve means progress, students have 
continued to issue the paper two 
tunes a week.

Is being 
planned now by representatives of 
eight Southern Conference 
The representatives of the 
schools met in Atlanta, Georgia 
early this week and took definite 
steps to organize a new athletic con- 
ference limited to ten members. 

As a basis of the organisation 
uniform scholarship requirements 
were suggested Scouting would be 
outlawed, as would the recruiting 
and subsidizing of athletes. A com- 
missioner would be appointed and 
paid from the funds 
member institutions. 

Representatives of Auburn, U 
verslty of Florida, University of 
Georgia, University of North Caro- 
lina, Oeorgla Tech, Tulane, Vander- 
bllt and Kentucky decided to ap- 
point a comisslon of coaches to for- 
mulate rules for the association and 
report at a meeting the day pro- 
ceeding the Southern Conference 
meeting which will be held In New 
Orleans sometime in December. 

Immediately after the meeting 
the group issued a statement to the 
effect that they considered the time 
had come to

MAR YVILLE. Tenn. — Tradition 
has it that way back in the early 
nineties, a small, squint-eyed Jap- 
anese boy. who was a student at 
Mnrvvllle College at that time, sat 
In his lamp-lighted room and. by 
the use of grains of corn, which he 
used to represent two football teams, 
made plans for the first gridiron 
team that ever represented Mary- 
vllle College. 

This young Jap. whose name was 
Kin Takahashi. conceived the idea 
that by use of brains and strategy, 
one football team could manufac- 
ture plays of their own that would 
baffle their opponents. Kin called 
the beef and brawn of the student 
body around him and started mak- 
ing plans for the first football team 
that ever took the gridiron In Blount 
County and one of the first ever to 
perform in this section. There was 
only one drawback. Kin would have 
to get the consent of a high-minded 
faculty who thought that religious 
activities and the pursuit of knowl- 
edge were things that college men. 
and men they were, should keep 
uppermost In their minds 



Baseball was the great national 
pastime and anything to detract 
attention from the sport that their 
fathers and forefathers had been 
reared to love would more than 
likely bring nothing but frowns and 
significant shaking of heads from 
the bewhlskered faculty members. 
But the little Japanese boy was 
game. He set out to get the neces- 
sary nod from the teachers and the 
fact that he succeeded, more or 
less easily, made it possible for a 
new sport to be inaugurated in the 
small Blount County Institution.

"Big Mose" Oamble. who Is to- 
day none other than Judge M II 
Oamble. one of Maryvllle's leading 
lawyers, was playing center and the 
whole power of the "flying wedge ' 
hinged on his bull-like ramming. 
It seems as If Oamble lined up in 
center position with the rest of the 
team, save Kin. forming a wedge- 
like formation behind him with the 
Japanese boy directly behind the 
center. At a signal, which was a 
pinch on the arm. the wedge would 
start ramming forward with Oamble 
leading the way and the plucky Jap 
clinging desperately on to his belt. 
When the charge could go no far- 
ther. Kin would slide down from his 
perch and crawl thru Mr Oamble's 
legs and add a few extra yards to 
the run.
